Connective  Slant—A.  line  slanting  to  the  right  of  the  ver- 
tical, forming  an  angle  of  SO"  with  the  horizontal,  gives  the 
connective  slant  (C.S.)  for  the  general  direction  of  carves 
which  connect  straight  lines  in  small  letters. 

First  Element  is  a  straight  line  usuallv  on  m.s.  (.'2°) 

Second  Elemeiit  is  a  right  cur\'e  usually  on  c.s.  (30°) 

Third.  Element  is  a  left  curve  usually  ones.  (00°)
